Teaehing the Art of Living. 

The church is commissioned also 

to teach and U:v:i those who are 
rich with its ev.ingellstic message. 
The term. Religious Education, has 
come to mean ;'. cclUc thing in our 
country, namely, ihe training of the 
pecple in the local church in those 
deep matters v.hich pertain to the 
art of living. I I'.ri v.ci now speaking 
of the work of education in schools, 
colleges and universities, bat the work 
of education at our do rs. m the cmi- 
gresati-^n. Evjry a' . :cy in reach 
EhDul^ : , ( c-J lo t:;e utmost in 

this ir-^i-oi liut niisbion. indeed, the 
local church could be maJi- a ■;t 
nnivor ".:y f.r cll the people, in which 
tbr - ; le, : ractlcal arts and virtues 
of . lay life should be taught and 
eniurcod. Only recently has this 
iVecial phase of the church's work re- 
ceived anything like adeeiua.e atten- 
tion. The New Testament word for 
it is Edification. 

School of Rel'sion Needed. 

Of course, the .^ii.iiday School is the 
center for all this work, althcrgh the 
activities of the c'-^urch should c.xitnd 
through the entire week and the Sun- 
day School shoald cease to be so 
named. It should be called the School 
Of Religion or the Church School or 
something else that indicates it to be 
an ali-tbe-week activity. During this 
time various and sundry clubs, classes, 
ir!':sical organizjtticns. culture courses, 
as well as distinctly religious meetings, 
phculd be held. Thickly settled neigh- 
borhoods, as ve shall see, offer fine 
opportunities for the development of 
things spiritual. 

The third task to which the church 
iaoommiticd is t'- t of Christianizing 
the social order; that of infusii^ the 
spirit of Jesus into "every nook and 
corner of cur life. Nctliing is foreign 
to the interest oi the church. 

Neighborly Love EEccntial. 

If religion pervades and colors the 
whole life then curs is serious busi- 
aess, for it will let no comer of the 
worlfl esicape its inflaence. The sooner 
we learn that Christianity is not a 
thing to be practic id in a corner the 
better for the world. The question of 
the eighteenth century, touching Chris- 
tianity, was. Can it be made to square 
with the human reason?

The health oiVcer 
is as much benelit to the county, as 
the county attorney, the county judge- 
or the superintendent of schools. It 
requires as much learning to be health 
officer, as any of these other oidcecs. 
The responsibilities are surely asgreat. 
The health oilicer of this county has 
to look after the health of 17,000 peo- 
ple, and the records show that it has 
been well done in this county, by the 
continual decrease in the death rate 
of the county. Taking the death of 
the State 15 per thousand, and 
the death rate of the county 12 per 
thousand, will show a saving of 51 
lives by the work of the health officer. 
We do not know who those 51 persons 
are who haye been saved from death, 
but we know it la somebody. It may 
be some member of the families of the 
tiscal court. It aaay be some of th« 
memben of the famlHea of some of the 
county officers, or some cf the fam- 
ilies of the offioera of the Stata. But 
the raeofde do dMm a aaTtaiffof thaS 
many annually for 'luite a number of 
years.
